Reiourco of tne Country—Can we 
Stand a l,oiifr Wart 


The latest cry of the'croakers is that we 


must end the war. a-t all hazards thin Spring. 
That if we can whip the rebels by a vigor- 
ous effort very well, but if not we must 
" bow to our destiny and make the best at- 
tainable peace." And the reason given for 
this advice is, that the war is exhausting 
our resources—that our business ia pros- 
trated, our population diminished, our tax- 
es becoming insupportable, the career of 
our prosperity checked, and the whole vig- 
or and vitality of the nation wasted. We 
must stop the war, say these timid or dis- 
loyal souls, or rush upon financial, com- 
mercial and national ruin. 


We believe in a vigorous war, and have 


strong faith that such a war would speedily 
bring- the rebellion to an end. 
But in this 


we may be mistaken. The rebel states may 
hold out still longer, and may derive sub- 
stantial aid from foreign sources. In that 
case what are we to do? 
Abandon the 


contest—surrender the nation—give over 
all further effort to save the life of the re- 
public ? We do not believe the great mass 
of the-American people are in favor of such 
a course. As to our ability to carry OB the 
war, there ia no room to doubt it. Oar re- 
sources are abundant. The country hai 
not yet put forth a tithe of its strength.— 
We have population enough, wealth enough, 
business enough, and vitality enough to 
prosecute this war for five years lo'nger, 
without materially arresting the nation in 
its career of prosperity. Indeed, at the end 
of that time, whatever we might have lost 
in numbers and in actual expeuditore, if 
the war should continue so long, will have 
been more than compensated by what we 
shall have gained in discipline, incompact- 
ness, in the development of national feel- 
ing and national power. 


Let us consult history as to the ability of 


nations to maintain a long war. And as 
the best example, let us look at England 
and the war she waged with Prance from 
1792 to 1815—a period of twenty-three 
years. When that war commenced, the 
population of England was little over 10,- 
000,000. It was a war of the government 
and not of the people, waged in the interest 
of a dynasty aud not of the nation. 
The 


taxable income of England at that time, 
being the aggregate annual product of her 
industry subject to taxation in all depart- 
ments, as stated by Adam Smith, was $625,- 
000,000. And she began the war with a 
debt, incurred in previous wars, of $1,200,- 
000,000, upon which she was required to 
pay an annual interest of $-16,000,000, in 
addition to the ordinary expenses of a peace 
establishment, which at that time were 
about as much more. This was the con- 
dition of England when she entered upon 
that war. 
If its duration and cost could 


have beon forseen, the war would doubtless 
have been avoided ; but once commenced, 
the pride and self-respect of the nation 
forbade all thought of ending it except in 
triumph. 
r 


What did it cost? The moat careful 


writers on this subject estimate the expense 
of the government for its peace establish- 
ment from 1793 to 1803 at $90,000,000 an- 
nually,—and from 1803 to 1815, at 8140- 
000,000. This would have been the requi- 
site annual expenditure if there had been 
no.war. Overandabovethisannue.1 amount 
the sums raised every year for the war are 
thus stated : . 


to impose upon France a government which 
the peopla detested and had overthrown. 
The English nation did not sink under the 
burden, why should oura ? Her resources 
were not exhausted—ours are much great- 
er. Her courage did not fail—is ours in- 
ferior ? 


Let us have an end to these dismal 


croakings of fainting souls and disloyal 
hearts. The Union is to be preserved by 
a vigorous war and speedy victories, if we 
are fortunate enough to win them—but by 
war to the end, whenever that end may 
come.—A. K Times.

Did it destroy her commercial pros- 


perity, diminish her population, or essen- 
tially weaken any of the sources of her ma- 
terial growth 1 On the contrary, her pop- 
ulation increased twenty per cent, durhur 
the war, and her advancement in wealth 
and productive industry kept pace with that 
increase. The war had a direct effect to 
stimulate her industry in nearly every de- 
partment, and the taxable income of her 
people WB.S increased in a corresponding 
ratio—and rose from $525,000.000 in 1792 
to $850,000,000 in 180(3, aud to $940 000- 
000 iu 181^—being reduced at each period 
to money of the same value. 
Thus, as the 


expenses of the war increased, the ability 
of tlie people to meet them increased also. 
How that was brought about, and by what 
means these enormous expenditures were 
defrayed without exposing excessive bur- 
dens on tlie English people, we shall take 
occasion to show hereafter ; and, also to

Tbo following incident of General Butler's 
mode of dealing with refractory • cases at 
New Orleans, wo believe, has not been in 
print. It ia vouched for by the very beat 
authority. A merchant of New Orleans, 
who was a secessionists of the stamp that 
took great pleasure iu spouting about "Pic- 
ayune Butler/' found himself with arms in 
hia hands ou the rebel aide of the lines af- 
ter the taking of New Orleans.

A force of about 1400 men, under the 


command of Col. Hall, of the 105th Ohio, 
•were attacked on Friday, at Milton, not far 
from Morfreesboro, by John Morgan, and 
about 3500 rebels. The enemy made sev- 
eral charges npon our forces, but were driv- 
en back each time with loss, and finally de- 
feated and dispersed. The victory was 
complete. Forty rebels were killed, 150 
were woanded, nnd 150 taken prisoners. 
Oar loss was seven killed and thirty-one 
wounded. The forces engaged on onr side 
were the" 107th Ohio, 80th and 123d Illi- 
nois, and 101st Indiana, besides a section 
of th« 19th Indiana battery, and a compa- 
ny from the 1st Tennessee cavalry.

Kc«oarce« of the Country. 


The article from the New York Times 


which discusses the question, can we stand 
along war? is of a highly encouraging 
character. Onr financial experience during 
the present war demonstrates that we as a 
people can do far more in raising means 
than was at first supposed, even by the 
most sanguine; At first, scarcely any one 
thought our ability was equal to what has 
already been expended, bnt now^ it is be- 
lieved by good financiers, basing their opin- 
ion npon, the actual resources of the coun. 
try, that we can carry on a war for five 
years, and still be able to pay the expenses, 
enormous as they would be. 


This is consoling acd satisfactory. It 


gives our people confidence to go on in the 
prosecution of this most necessary war of 
self-defense and self-preservation as a na- 
tion. But it ought not to make us careless 
of expenditure, nor cause the government 
to be so over-confident as not use every 
means to bring it to a conclusion as soon 
as possible. ~ A long war sacrifices life and 
imposes burdens npon the wealth-producing 
labor of the country. Hence the rosy view 
which capitalists may take of our situation 
has its reverse side of misery, death and 
poverty to large masses of the people. 
It 


is well to be courageous and to have a self- 
reliance that will bear us up under disaster 
and delay—it is better to have the will aad 
determination that we must have a short 
and vigorous war, and an early peace which 
comes only through victory over the enemy. 


The article in question is good to give us 


faith in ourselves, and it is with that view 
that we repnblish it, and not to encourage 
delay, or excuse a want of vigor in the pros- 
ecution of the war. 


THE TBOS DEFINITION OF A COPPER- 


BEAD.—At a dinner party given in New 
York, in 1775, says the Evening Post, a 
gentleman of considerable notoriety as a 
wit, was asked, " Pray, what is a tory ?" 
He replied, " A tory is a creature whose 
bead is in England, while his body is in 
America, and I think the two parts ought to 
be joined ty stretching the neck." We 
have still persons among us not unlike this 
description of the tory, whose heads are in 
Richmond, while their bodies are in New 
York; and though we might not recom- 
mend the old revolutionary wivs plan of 
bringiag the two parts together by stretch- 
ing the intervening membranes, we should 
certainly not object to seeing the body sent 
where the head is. 


THE NEW JERSEY PEACE RESOLUTIONS. 


—The " peace " resolutions which passed 
the New Jersey senate a week or so since, 
passed the house of assembly yesterday, 
every democrat except one voting in their 
favor. The house of assembly has also 
passed to a third reading a bill /or the ex- 
clusion from the state of all persons of col- 
or. The bill provides that any negro or 
mulatto coming into the state and remain- 
ing ten days, shall be transported to Libe- 
ria or some other island of the West Indies 
where slavery does not exist; and the gov- 
ernor is authorized to pay the expense, not 
exceeding fifty dollars in each case.

MAS- 


SACHUSETTS.—The Governor of Massachu- 
setts has approved a bill to promote enlist- 
ments and regelate recruiting, which pnts

MONDAY, March 23. 


SENATE. — Senator Wilkinson's resolu 


tion, directing the governor to make such 
disposition of the remaining 6fty copies o 
the first volume of the report on Wisconsin 
geology, aa may in his judgment be for the 
beat interest of the state, was adapted 
There were passed : the bill to amend the 
revised statutes, " of costs and fees ;" to 
extend the time of the payment of the prin 
cipal on school and university land certiB 
cates, teh years, where the parties purchas 
ing the lands have not cat timber thereon 
for purposes of speculation ; to aulhorizi 
the county supervisors to lay out highway 
in certain cases ; to authorize the city of 
La Crssee and the counties of Vernon, 
tichland and Iowa, to aid in the construe- 
ion of the La Crosse, Viroqua and Mineral 
loint railroad; to prevent the unlawful 
[riving away of cattle by drovers and oth- 
irs ; relating to official fees m certain cases. 
This bill provides that a sheriff or a mar- 
hal selling on execution or order of court, 
over fifty thousand dollars worth of prop- 
erty, shall be eatitled to one per cent, on 
amount of sales above fifty thousand dol- 
ars, in addition to the fees now allowed by 


There were also passed : a bill providing 


or a special state tax of $200,000 for aid 
o families of volunteers ; to authorize the 
jorrowing of money to repel invasion, sup- 
press insurrection and defend the state in 
ime of war, not exceeding in the aggregate 
J350,000, this sum to be borrowed from 
ha school fund or raised by sale of coupon 
londs, and to be paid in three annual in- 
stallments, commencing the payment in the 
ear 1893 ; to provide forthe levy of a state 
lax of $75,000 for the estimated general 
expenses of 1864 ; bills appropriating con- 
tingent fund to the governor for general and 
war purposes ; to authorize the governor 
,o purchase tourniquets for soldiers in the 
ield ; to provide for purchase of the Con- 
jressional Globe ; to provide for furnishing 
city, county and state officers with revenue 
stamps in certain cases ; and the bill em- 
bodying Superintendent Pickard's codifica- 
,ion of the school laws. 
This bill, after 


laving been explained by Senator McDili, 
rom tho committee on education, was 
passed under suspension of the rules by a 
jnanimous vote.

MICHIGAN CBSTBAL RAILROAD.—The

overflowing with eastern bound freight, and

citizens, Mr. Benj. Pugsley, bat occupied 
ay bis brother Walter, and one on the farm 
of Esq. McCoppin, (the last named an en- 
tirely new building,) all situated in the 
northern part of the Bushcreek township, 
have been set fire to and entirely destroy- 
ed. 
The orly cause that can be imagined 


for this dastardly and fiendish conduct, is 
the malignant feeling of hatred entertain- 
ed by the copperheads of that vicinity for 
" the nigger," and for Union men, who are 
Falsely charged with supporting a war for 
the benefit of " the nigger." 
The houses 


burned, we learn, had been occupied by 
negro tenants, but they are represented as 
industrious and honest people, against 
whom no offense is alleged, except the «ol- 
or of their skina. 


After the burning of Esq. McCoppin's 


house, an anonymous letter was sect him, 
threatening that if he dared to rebuild the 
house his own dwelling and fences should 
share the same fate I Threats have also 
been made to burn the property of other 
Union men in the neighborhood, and being 
but few in number, and surrounded by an 
overwhelming number of Yalllandigbam 
democrats, the Union men are suffering a 
perfect " reign of terror." la God's name, 
what are we coming to, if crimes like these 
are to be committed for no other cause 
than political enmity ? Is it not time for

GENERAL BDTLER IN NEW ORLEANS.— 


The following incident of General Butler's 
mode of dealing with refractory cases at 
Mew Orleans, we believe, has not been in 
print. It is vouched for by the very best 
authority. A merchant of New Orleans, 
who was a secessionists of the stamp that 
took great pleasure in spouting about "Pic- 
ayune Butler," found himself with arms in 
his bands on the rebel side of the lines af- 
ter the taking of New Orleans. But he was 
under the necessity of writing frequently to 
the agent who had his property in charge. 
In these letters be frequently indulged in 
execrations of General Butler, and in one 
of them expressed a warm sympathy for 
men suffering underhis tyrannous rule there, 
saying that he believed a personal obas- 
tisment could be inflicted on Butler, and of- 
fering his friend and agent five thousand 
dollars to do the job. 


It happened that this letter, as in a thou- 


sand other cases of supposed secret com- 
munication about that time, was seen by 
General Butler, " and contents noted." 
Soon afterward the order was issued re- 
quiring all personi who wished to hold their 
estates in that city, real or personal, to reg- 
ister themselves and take the oath of alle- 
giance. 


Tho merchant in question had too much 


o lose, and slipping within our lines again, 
endeavored to make himself at home about 
he city, as though he had never been 
away ; but while busy at this preparatory 
work, General Butler's orderly waited on 
lim, with a polite invitation to call at head- 
quarters, 
He did so suspecting nothing. 


General Butler received him very kindly, 


and begged to show him something of in- 
erest, taking the letter in question from his 
desk. 
He asked him if that was his writing 


and signature, and the convicted hater of 
Picayune Bntler could do no less than own 
up. General Butler then said to him that 


he was evidently a man of substance, 


with money to spare for good purposes, he 
might give his $5,000 to the fund for the 
support of the poor loyalists, as he had net 
>een able to secure the threshing first pro 
rased to pay it out for, and that he might 
mve twenty-four hours in which to place 
,he money in that fund, or go to the fort 
jelow, and wear a ball and chain. The 
man made haste to liquidate, and register- 
ed himself on the side of General Butler's 
authority thereafter.
